Black River Falls, Wis., Oct. ".—This 


city of 2,000 inhabitants practically has 
been blotted from the map pf Wisconsin; 
Only a few of the sixty-one business 
buildings thus far bavc escaped the fury 
of the flood and they -seem doomed. 


What is known as lower town, or the 


grove., today was a place of misery. 


It is here that the majority of the res- 


idents lived and following a night of 
anxiety and suffering, they faced the 
realization that no food is available. 


Many of these homes have been de- 


molished and it was not an infrequent 
sight to see several families partaking 
of a quantity of food which apparently 
would not appease the hunger of a work- 
ingman'. 


Every, grocery and meat market in the 


town has disappeared in the deluge. It

He Saved the Live* of His Men at the 


Point of a Gun. 


(New York Sun.) 


Ovcrton W. Price, vice president of 


the National Conservation association, 
whose book, "The T.*nd We Live In," ap- 
pears this fall, tells this story of a. 
heroic forest ranger: 


"The summer of 110," he says, "by 


reason of great drought and unusually 
high wind*, was the worst for forcflst I 
fires that the west has ever known. In) 
Montana, Idaho and Oregon the danger. 
was greatest. 


"On .the Coeur d'Alenc national forest 


in Northern Idaho Knnger I'ulaski had, 
under him forty men, who after many 
hours of hard work had got a big fire 
practically under control. Suddenly the 
wind strengthened, until it blew a gale. 
It immediately became a question, of 
saving the lives of the men. The fire 
lighters were in deep forest many miles 
from a railroad and f»r from any. clear- 
ing. 


•'Pulaski remembered that within a 


mile o"f where they were working there < 
was an abandoned mine shaft running 
back about forty feet into tfle hillside. ] 
He rushed his men to the shaft as quick- 
ly as possible, and told them as they 
passed through their camp to catch up 
their blankets as they ran. The shaft 
reached, Pulaaki hurried his. men into .it, 
a.nd packed like sardines they filled it 
up. Pulaski placed himself a.t the open- 
ingf, across which .be stretched a blan- 
ket. 


"Within a few minutes after the men 


•were in the shaft the fire came. 
The 


blanket the opening caught fire and Pu- 
laski jerked it away and hung up an- 
other which caught in its turn. 
The 


Mauket caught again and again, and 
each time Pulaski replaced it, until to- 
ward the last he held the blanket across 
the opening with his bare hands. 


"The shaft grew hotter and hotter and 


the smoke and fumes grew thicter and 
thicker, until'the men's sufferings were 
almost beyond human endurance. They

Joy and Strength

Text—Nehemiah 8:10: "The joy of the Lord is your strength."

The great work which Ezra and Nehe- 


miah did first of all was to infuse some 
national unity and patriotic spirit into 
the feeble and discouraged remnant of 
Jews who had returned from exile. The 
reformers then proceeded to publish the 
law, to take it from tlie exclusive knowl- 
edge of the priests, and make it acces- 
ible into every Jew. This was done by 
making the written law the standard of 
life. Our test is from the passage which 
describes the first public reading of the 
law in the hearing of all the people. Be- 
yond all else that Nehemiah did for his 
people, beyond his wise statesmanship, 
his political and social reforms, his prac- 
Itical works, this step did more than all 
'else to make the Jews what they be- 
came, a distinct and separate 
people, 


saving them from extinction anil absorp- 
jtion, giving their national life a center 
'•which enabled them to survive any out- 
Ward, fortune. The written law became 
|the standard of religion and 
of 
life 


thenceforth for all Jews. 
' 
"Neither Be Ye Sorry." 


'. 
The scene which depicts the first step 


jJn this great progress is very dramatic. 
(The people gathered 
themselves 
to- 


gether, and the sacred Book was opened 
[before their eyes. The solemn words of 
God's law were read out and expounded 
jto them; the law that was to be hence- 
iforth their only rule. The people, when 
jthey heard the words of tho law, wept 
perhaps as they thought of how they 
lhad transgressed it. and how they had 
ito accept it unreservedly. 
Nehemiah, 


however, felt that the appropriate tem- 
per for them should be not sorrow but 
joy. 
It should bo celebrated not as a 


fast but as a feast, a. great festival of 
rejoicing, as with hope and confidence 
they looked forward to the future. He 
gaid unto all the people, "This day is 
holy to the Lord your nod; mourn not, 
nor w«cp. Go your way, cat the fat and 
[drink the sweet, and send portions unto 
•them for whom nothing is prepared: for 
this day is holy unto our Lord: neither 
•be ye sorry; for tho joy of the Lord is 
your strength." 
Their faith in God's 


providence and love ought to bring with 
it great gladness of heart. In proportion 
as they believe they should rejoice; and 
in proportion as they truly rejoice will 
they be strong for all the tasks of life, 
and for the greatest task of all, to build 
up their nation in the fear and service 
of God. Because the day was a greafi 
event full 
of 
solemn 
and 
inspiring 


thought, because the doy was holy unto 
their Lord, they must put away all som- 
bre and sorrowful things, they must take 
hold of the deep secure joy associated 
with their new faith. 
"Neither be ye 


sorrv for the jov of the Lord is vour 
strength." 


Is it too much to say that this reas- 


oning seems very novel and unnatural to 
us? 
Docs it not strike us at first as 


rather a strange argument? We think 
the JeW migl»t well weep, might well 
be allowed to weep, if not constrained 
to weep, on such a solemn and sacred oc- 
casion. It even appears to us to be quito 
in keeping with religion generally that 
there should be at least a minor key. 
Wo sometimes even look upon religion 
as a somewhat doleful thing, associated 
more with sorrow than with joy. Wo 
might imagine also that the natural sor- 
row, .which came to these Jews as they 
heard tho law they had violated, would 
make a more lasting impression on them 
and lead them to make more permanent 
use of the occasion. Let us then con- 
sider the words, and see if Nohemiah's 
reasoning has not some cogency. 


In our deepest thinking we 
usually 


underestimate the plnee and value of 
'joy in life. Even as a matter of tem- 
perament we arc inclined to think that 
(the bright and' sunny nature must be 
'shallow, and that the melancholy tom- 
iperament is more likely lo be the deep-" 
est and greatest. Tt is a prejudice which 
lias -been fastened on our mind by much 
iwriting about, certain altributos of gen- 


*.. iius. of a piece with tho modern theory 


'that genius is a sort of affection of the 
inerves and is therefore closely 
allied 


with insanity. 
T have--Peen it. staied in 


books more than onee that most, men of 
real and indisputable genius have boon 
melancholy. Well, my standard of nat- 
ural genius is Shakespeare, absolutely 


. ^-j sane, absolutely healthy, with no mawk- 
^^>yvncss of feeling so common in pineh- 


Boe.k genius, of ehoorful temperament., 
and a bright sunny view of life. 
Tho 


fact is that, it is confusion of thought, 
which is responsible for tho other opin- 
-5on, Wo assume thnt. if 5-hakospcnro, or 


_. 
any other, sees below the 
surface of 


things, and recognizes tlie tragedy of life 
and all the sin a.nd sorrow of men, that 
therefore his temperament must be mel- 
ancholy. 
Schiller's judgment is a pro- 


found one and a true ono. ''A gay. serene 
spirit is the source of all that is noblest 
and good. Whatever is accomplished of 
the greatest and noblest sort Hows from 
iltch a disposition. Petty, gloomy souls 
that only mourn the past and dre.id tlie 
future arc not capable of seizing on the. 
holiest moments of life.'' 
The affecta- 


tion of sentiment and 
the 
spurious 


pathos, so easy to do and so common in 
our literature, have made it easy for us 
to believe the opposite of Schiller's judg- 
ment. 


Further, our common view of religion 


has greatly helped in the growth of the 
error. Is it not spoken of in many quar- 
ters as the sorrowful woy. and tlie mel- 
ancholy inn, and the like? The Christian 
faith even has been succinctly deiined by 
a great master of literature ns "the 
worship of sorrow." \Ye know the ele- 
ment of profound truth in this exag- 
geration; just as we know that in every 
deep soul probably sorrow of some kind 
has had much to do with its making; 
but it is to put the emphasis on tho 
wrong thing when wo disparage joy and 
exalt mere sorrow as a. sign of either 
greatness or goodness. Tt is not oven nil 
Infallible instrument of grace.

Mere sorrow — the sorrow of the world — 
is a narrowing, weakening thing.

dams back the natural forces. It shuts 


It gives a

clothed in drab, making nothing worth 
striving for, nothing worth living for. 
It robs the soul of its native force, kill- 
ing aspiration as the r^jn puts out the 
kindling beacon. 
We need to free our 


mind from cant here also. There is a 
shallow cheerfulness, but there is also a 
shallow melancholy. We speak glibly of 
the refining fire of sorrow, but in itself 
it is only a fira.than can consume as 
well as refine. It altogether depends on 
the way it is received, the spirit in which 
it is met; and that can be said of every 
other experience in life. 


"The Deep Power of Joy." 


Our common talk is even an injustice 


to God, and a libel on his character; as 
if all natural joys were but lures of the 
devil, and only grief were a divine mes- 
senger. The companions of the sorrow- 
ful way may have much to teach us; but 
when we walk with them we may lie 
looking only at the stones among our 
feet and never at the blue sky above us. 
We may learn much at the melancholy 
inn. but the company there 
may be 


pretty poor after all as at any other inn. 
Itather we should realize that 
joy is 


strength. 
It is the fundamental prin- 


ciple of life, and the condition of growth. 
It is the expansive, enlarging force, as 
sorrow is the narrow, weakening force. 
We just need to look at the child open- 
ing out in every power through the joy 
of youth, as the flowers open in the sun- 
shine. 
Great work also is done with 


something of the spantaneity and expan- 
sion of joy, done because it is a. delight 
to do it. Sorrow rightly used may often 
give insight, forcing the mind to think 
and the eye to see; just as disease may 
read us many a lesson. At the samo 
time joy is the normal, as health is the 
normal, and life all disease would only 
he death. Is there no opportunity for a 
keener insight through the uplifting, ex- 
ulting power of happiness? 
With the. 


"deep power of joy." said Wordsworth. 
"we see Into the heart of things." Should 
this not be true, if there is at the heart 
of things, as we believe, perfect 
life, 


perfect joy, perfect love? 


We discredit joy as a divine agent be- 


cause of another common confusion of 
thought between joy and what we call 
pleasures. It is the confusion between 
the inner and the outward. 
There is 


pleasure which lenvcs a bad tasto in the 
month so to speak, and which is to be 
judged not merely by the passing pleas- 
ure, but by its after-effects, moral and 
otherwise. The test of all true, healthy 
joy is that it strengthens and sweetens 
life. 


Now if this is tho function of joy, even 


natural joy, we can enter into the force 
of tho argument that the Jews on that 
great hopeful day were not to sorrow, 
"for the 
joy 
of tho Lord 
is your 


strength." The comfort and deligh't; of 
their faith in Cod was to be used by 
them as a strength' to their life, en- 
dowing them with confidence and power. 
They would do better work and nobler 
service if they did so appropriate the 
gladness and 
buoyant force of their 


faith. It, would keep them from craven 
failure which might, be. easy to a dis- 
pirited and half-hearted faith. If they 
looked forward to the future with n tear- 
ful eye they could not do for God and 
country what, would be possible to tho 
high heart of liopo and the deep power 


of joy. "The joy of the Lord is your 
strength." 


"Enter Into the Joy of Thy lord." 
If we. too. believe, in (Jod and accept 


the message of his love, should not the 
same be true of us? If we believe in the 
revelation of the Father, if we believe 
is- the forgiveness of sin and the life of 
Christ, should we not accept gratefully 
the Master's heritage when he left his 
legacy of joy, "My joy I give unto you 
that j'our joy might be full." Thus to 
the Christian, joy should be not only 
his privilege but his duty; and not only 
his duty but his strength, his force. We 
have seen that all joy is strength; and 
this Christian joy should be a source of 
strength that can never run dry. "Re- 
joice evermore," cx'ultingly cried St. 
Paul, the doughty fighter, knowing what 
a weapon it was in the believer's hand. 
Joy should be his habit of mind, his 
temperament of fairli. 
Sorrows came 


and will come: but faith is not made 
perfect till they are driven out by the 


Ksisn 
drink. 
We ought to have a pledge 


book in every church and in every 
Sabbath school and encourage the sign- 
ing of the pledge by every man, woman 
and child.—From an address at the 
General Assembly, Blay, 1911.

strong hand of joy. The one and only duration of the policy, than the policy- 
cure for sorrow is joy. Anything else 
is only a half-cure at the best. Resigna- 
tion is only a palliative. And if we are 
today doubting and timid, anxious about 
the present and fearful about Vhe future, 
is it not because we have not accepted 
the full consequences of our faith, have 
not plucked the rich fruits of lielieving? 
St. Saul's prayer for the Koman church 
was that they might be filled with all 
joy and peace in believing, that 
they 


might abound in hope: Can faith which 
has none of these blessed fruits be right- 
ly called faith at' alt? Who should he 
so filled with peace, and. so abound in 
hope, and be so moved by joy. as those 
who know in whom they have believed ? 
Sorrows may even compass them about; 
misfortunes may surround and dog them ; 
but within they have a fount of joy that 
is a perennial strength. 


Think also what a misfortune it Is, 


to say the least, that the young should 
have so nauch cause to imagine that re- 
ligion means gloom and darkness, 
in- 


stead of joy and light. Dr. Johnson com- 
pared the sour narrowness of some men 
to the neck of a vinegar bottle. 
We 


know with what measure of truth the 
comparison can be applied to some forms 
of religion. H is a calamity when the 
good news should be perverted in what 
is its essential feature. Instead of be- 
ing narrow and gloomy and dismal, re- 
ligion is the biggest nnd brightest and 
grandest thing (jiat can come into a 
man's life, transforming every 
power 


and inspiring «v<-ry energy, bathing it 
in peace and flooding it with joy. His 
way i« the way of joy, a deeper joy than 
the world knoivV). for it is independent 
of fortune, and independent of mood, 
born in the very soul, born of the love 
of God. Who should be joyful if not we 
to whom has come the vision, to whom 
has come, the assurance of eternal love? 
Who should know tlie thrill of joy and 
the music of happy hearts, if not we 
who havo hoard tlie glnd tidings of great 
joy? Who should aVioiind in peace if notr 
we who have learned that underneath 
ar« the everlasting arms? 


Lay firm hold on t.ho full consequences 


of the faith. Enter into the joy of thy 
Lord. And go out to the tasks of your 
life, strengthened by the deep power of 
joy. 
Lift up your face and see. 
Lift 


up your heart, though it falter and fear, 
and believe. Strengthen the weak hands 
and eonfirm tlie feeble knees, as 
the 


word comes tfr them that are of a fear- 
ful heart.

WHY A PLEDGED ABSTAINER. 


By HON. W. J. BRYAN. 


I am speaking to an audience of 


Christiana and shall discuss this ques- 
tion from the standpoint 'of a Chris- 
tian. I shall begin witli the assump- 
tion that all Christians accept Christ's 
measure of . greatness, 
viz.: 
That 


greatness Is measured by service, and 
aro anxious to render as large a ^serv- 
ice as possible. Several facts ;compel 
total abstinence on the part of 
the 


Christian. 


First. 
Drinking is injurious to the 


body, to tbe mind, and to the morals. 
It may not be possible to prove the in- 
jurious effect of a single drop or a 
small quantity of alcoholic liquor, but 
there is enough scientific evidence to 
leave no rea.son for doubt that even 
so-called moderate drinking 
reduces 


the power of the body to resist disease, 
impairs the strength 
of 
mind, 
and 


weakens the moral element in man. 
The Christian cannot afford to tender 
a physical wreck as his contribution 
to the, Master's service; he cannot af- 
ford .less than the maximum of physi- 
cal energy, mental activity and moral 
health. 


Second. 
The Christian cannot af- 


ford to spend on llquo'k money that is 
so badly needed for other and better 
things. 
Who can consider the .vast 


amount, of .ignorance in r.ie world that 
money can lessen—the vast amount of 
suffering that, money cnn relieve—and 
thenNinsist thnt a. Christian can with 
propriety invest, any sum, however 
small, in intoxicating liquor? 
If man 


i.s to render an account of his stew- 
ardship, in what language 
will 
he 


frame a report covering money spent- 
for liquor when he stands before the 


I bar of judgment, and is confronted by 


those who.se lives might have been 
made brighter, better and happier «hy 
the expenditure upon them of money 
squandered on wine, beer and whisky? 


Third. 
The Christian oannot afford 


to take tho risk of acquiring the, habit 
<if drinking. 
Even a small degree of 


Intelligence, is sufficient to enable ono 
to understand that It is unwise to in- 
cur any danger where no advantage Is 
lo bo galnorl to offset tho danger. Tho 
appetite for drink grows with indul- 
gence nnrl tho number of those who 
are overcome by its -Is so great that 


one must be strangely indifferent to 
his own welfare who takes the chances 
of falling beneath the power of that 
appetite. Kvcry 'drunkard is a warn- 
ing — how ran this warning bo lost on 
anyone, especially upon a Christian — 
who recognizes responsibility to the 
Creator? 


Fourth. The Christian cannot afford 


to set an example that will be hurtful 
to those weaker than himself. 
If he 


were sure thai ho could spare money 
for liquor, sure that no more, worthy 
cause needs 
if he were suro 
n 


could jdrlnk without diminution of his 
own strength find without danger of 
becoming n slave to the thirst which 
drink arouses, still he could not justify 
the use of liquor heca.iiso. the Chris- 
tian is responsible for his example, as 
well as for the wrongs done in other 
ways. The great .-.postie declared that, 
if eatin« meat made his brother to 
offend he would eat no meat. 
Why? 


Because 
his 
lovo 
of brother was 


stronger than his desire for 
meat. 


Tlie Christian should so deeply feel 
his obligation to his brother and !ove 
him so devotedly as to lie willing- to 
make for his brother's sake whatever 
sacrifice total abstinence 
the Christian drinks but 


requires. If 
little it will 


be but little ^sacrifice 'to quit entirely; 
if ho drinks enough to make total ab- 
stinence, a. ronI sacrifice ho should stop 
on his own account, and on his family's 
account (is well as for his brother's 
snke. 


If ono makes up his mind to abstain 


from 
tlftr use of intoxicating liquor 


there is ,no reason why he should hesi- 
tate to sign the plodg«. 


holders in the general or non-abstain- 
ing section.

captivity. 


This he did first by forgiving 
them. 


"Speak ye comfortably to 
Jerusalem, 


and Vry"unto hf, that her warfare is 
accomplished, that her iniquity is par- 
doned; for she hath received 
of 
the 


Lord's hand double for all her 
sins." 


Surely not double punishment, as some 
of us have been taught, and thus given 
an idea that Ood is revengeful instead 
of forgiving. Let us understand exactly 
what the "double" was. that we may see 
God in thought light. 


It is an oriental custom when a debt- 


is incurred to write out the transaction 
in a sort of note, and then to tear the 
note in two in a jagged line, one part 
being given to the debtor, and the other 
retained by tho creditor, the creditor's 
port being called the "double." When 
the debtor is able to pay. he brings his 
pieoe'of paper, and it is seen by testing 
that it exactly fits into the part held by 
the creditor, which is then passed over 
as a receipt to the man who has paid 
his debt. In Babylon the Jews received 
from God the double for all their sins, 
not in the form of a paper, but in the 
assurance that their sins were fully for- 
given. 
The 
"double'' was 
conveyed 


through King Cyrus of Persia. 
We 


might ivonder why Cod did not choose 
the wise and faithful prophet Daniel, 
who in his old ago v.-ns still n. trusted 
counselor at the king's court. If we read 
Isaiah, chapter 45. we'shall discover in 
this the secret of tho Lord: 
tluit \hc 


would open the eyes of the heathen king 
to recognize him as the true <;o:l. Al- 
most two hundred years before. Cod had 
told through this prophet Isaiah how he 
should make King Cyrus the dtlive.rcr 
of his people from captivity (Isa. 4^:28; 
•15:1-7), and-that wns not far from ono 
hundred and fifty years before Cyrus 
was born! 


How did Cyrus, being a Persian, come 


;o be king in Babylon? It was through 
conquest; the Aledes and Persians were 
the Babylonians of B.'C. 838. It was 
n that year King Cyrus issued an, edict 
permitting the Jews to return to Jcrusa- 
PIII. "that they might build a house for 
their Cod." It was more than "per- 
mission." for in tho edict he said: "Tho 
•od in heaven hath charged me to build 
:iim a house in Jerusalem." "I girded 
Lhee, thou hast not known me," said the 
Lord of King Cyrus (Isa. 45:f>). King 
"iyrus entered most heartily into the 
plan, even with the zeal that would have 
lone, credit to a "Hebrew of the He- 
brews." Ho appealed to the people who 
were not going, to help the expedition 
by gifts of silver, gold, clothing 
and 


beasts of burden, and in addition sug- 
jested that free-will offerings be made 
to help in the building of the Lord's 
house.

The Jews 
had their first independence day when 
they were delivered from Egypt, and set 
their faces toward Canaan; but the re- 
bellious spirit that was in them made 
it impossible for them to enter into the 
promise^ land for many years. 
The 


second independence day which God gave 
to them when they were delivered from 
Babylon was more auspicious than tha 
first, for they had becomS a disciplined 
people. Dr. JIaclaren says: "They went 
out (from Jerusalem) without a national 
knowledge of the law, and they returned 
with a passion for tho Law which re- 
deems the commonplaces of their 
life 


with vast sublimities."

grown on the ground the year before. 
and upon which small grain is grown. 
Soil on which clover has been turned 
is not good for chicory because it con- ^ 
tains too much nitrogen.

drills about 20 Inches apart. Chicory 
Is in great demand in all markets and. 
brings good prices.

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THE STORE DETECTIVE AND HER THIEF TRAPS 


VER Vigilant to Catch the Shoplifter, She Figures in Many a Drama of Wrecked Reputation, and If She Errs Her Mistakes 


J 


TJBIAN interest lurks under many masks 
to the great department store, but no work 
done in these mercantile establishments 


presents more dramatic or pathetic aspects than 
that of the store detective. The shoplifter often 
devises schemes of remarkable ingenuity, and in 
these cases she is pitted against the merchant's 
thief catcher In a sharp battle of wits. There 
are also simple instances of foolhardy, impui- c 
slve pilfering that are easy to detect, yet 
scarcely less disastrous in their consequences 
than are the frauds of the hardened profes- 
sional. Barbara Deerlng, out-of her long ex- 
perience to big stores, describes how store de- 
tectives are chosen, the problems they must 
solvn and the disadvantages under which they 
work.

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KTWEEN the customer examining the mer- 
chandise as It lies temptingly upon the count- 
ers and the saleswoman, explaining its un- 
usual value and the reason for its infinitesimal 
price, stands the special officer. - 


The special officer may be yougg or old. tall or short 


of stature, but she must have an appearance which 
wfll allow her to pass In a crowd without notice and 
she must be an apparently careless spectator. 
She 


is to be found In every section of the department store, 
gllent, secretive, accurate In judgment, watching the 
particular merchandise whose safety she Is responsi- 
ble for, waiting for the shoplifter. 


The sped*! officer Is employed upon a different 


basis from any one else In the store. While she is re- 
sponsible to no one but the head of her department^, 
the chief of the detective bureau, she is active In lend- 
ing assistance to the buyer of the department where 
she ft stationed, to the alsleman and to the manage- 
ment office. They are all Interested In her work, for 
If she Is skilful she can save the store thousands of 
delta. 


rjutfl a few year* ago there were few special offi- 


cers. Tbe need for such a person was made evident 
tty the fact that the woman who came to shoplift was 
teneraHy sufficiently experienced to recognize the 
house detective hovering near lii a deoartment store. 


It Is so unusual to find a man standing Idly at a 


cwntn: or roaming almlestly about that he is notice- 
able, but ft woman can spend hours at one bargain 
counter, «he can price aad reprtce as long as she Is 
able t» loiter Inconspicuously, she can trail the most 
expert Shoplifter for hours without causing suspicion 
as to ner motives. 


Where does the special officer come from and how 


does she «et the training? She comes from a private 
detective agency, where she enters upon a business 
career that most women would shrink from and fail 
tt» understand. The chances are that she was not 
familiar with Its Intricacies when she embarked 
upon It. 


Needing work she obtained a position where she had 


to shadow persons whose description and habits were 
furnished to her. Her principal araet at the time of 
b<?r nrst employment was. In the cynical words of t.he 
proprietor of the detective agency who engaged her, 
her commonplace appearance. This proved the key- 
note for her advancement 


The chief of the detective bureau gave much the 


gnm<" reason for employing 'her us her former employer 
had doue. and one woman thanked her lucky stars 
that she was born with a personality that did not 
•ttraet attantlon. a face that no one felt impelled to 
turn to for a second glance. Also she gave thanks 
that ahr was no longer that hateful creature a 
"shadower." but bore instead the euphonious title of 
"special officer." 


One of the first privileges granted her was the au- 


thority to make arrests and to appear in court, against 
offenders 
should she hare the fortune to cap- 


ture tb«m. Invested with this authority shp took her 
place In the store, walking a'bout. or leaning against a 
counter with a show of carelessness. From her various 
places of vantage she watched both customers and 
salespeople, making mental notes of every transaction 
and pausing long enough to see whether there was any- 
thing demanding investigation. Surely that woman 
pricing the shirt waists had had two before her on the 
counter a minute ago, but there was only one now. 
JVihat had become of the second waist? The cus- 
tomer, having purchased a waist, flaunted past the 
tpeclal officer. Was there ground for suspicion? 


The special officer must act quickly, but she must 


Se cautions. If she should accuse an innocent cus- 


• tomer the blunder would not only be unforgivable but 


the department store might get Into serious trouble. 
When she Is sent u-pon the floor to safeguard the mer- 
chandise she Is admonished to exercise the. most ex- 
treme caution in regard to the customers. The cus- 
tomer is always .first and must_be considered before 
anything. Rather than offend one innocent, customer 
It is far better to allow a dozen guilty ones t/> escape.

She always paid cash and carried 
a large roll of bank notes for the purpose. Gossip had 
it that she was engaged to be married to n millionnaire 
and that he was supplying-the funds necessary for a 
trousseau.
